TEXTURE OF WOTTEN.

The textare of batter du;wml:tlnrllﬁ
ou tho animal, partly on feed, anc
partly npon the temperature of the
oresm when ohurnel.  Cows that give
the ricliest milk make the most solid
butter,  In such eows what shonld go
to make suet or Lieef fab is turnod into
the milk glande. The samo rosult
comes from feeding very rioh food like
cotton-send wenl. A wmunll quantity
of this mixed with wheat bran shonld
bo fed to cows; it will muke butter
much frmer during hot wenther in
snmmer, but it will need in addition
thnt the milk and ercam be kept in o
cool place,

TOO NARNOW DALNS

Most of the old-fathioned barns wore
built with & view to cconomy, and
were made ns varrow sod eramped as
possilile, The standard wilth soemed
to be enongh for o wagon loaded with
grain in the straw to bo driven in and
for the barn door to be elosed behind
it. The iloor was also narrow, so thai
the team lind to be driven ont st the
door opposite that they weut iu at. It
i® rather curions that farmers tried to
cconomize so much in lnmber when
the woods weore full of it, and larger
framed buildings might be made with
searcely auy moro expense.  When far-
mers begon to build barns with Lase-
monts, sud having only ons entrance,
the barn was nccessarily made wider
and its floors Lroader, so that a londed
wagon could be driven in and the team
be driven ont beside it. A roomy barn
floor s very convenient for storing
many kiods of farm fools, but wagons
ehould always be stored in the Lase-
ment where the wheels will come in
coutact with the soil.—Bostoa Cualti-
vator,

War desteoys, and at the samo trmo
in the incentive for the oreation of
new thinge War snd iron wre in-
sepurably linked together. The dis.
covery of gunpowder osused a com-
plote revolution in the mannfacture
of iron. Thoe mixing of sulphur, salt-

fre and conl us s toy had been

nown for a long time, Hence, to
speak of the discovery of guupowder
in the fourteeuth contury only rofurs
to the appliostion of powder during
that oentury for the purpossa ol war,
To credit the Monk Bertold Schwarz
(or Black) with the discovery of gun-

owder is ineorrect. llowover, his
investigntions into the neture of
powder nnd its constituents for nso ns
an applieable force in guns produced
o radical chnngo in the then customary
warfare, aml from that standpoiat
Bertold Sclhiwnrs desorves to bo reo-
pgnized wn the promotor of moldern
wurfare. Many hundreds of years
bofore Behwirz the Chiness naed gan-
powder. ‘The invention of fleld guns
1s oredited to tho Chivese Emperor
Vitey, or Wa-tl, who lived 140 yuenrs
B. C. During the oleventh century
the Tartars loarned the use of gun-
powder from the Chinese. The Arnbs
nequired the knowlodge of gunpowder
from the Tartare, nnd are said to have
nsed ennnon at the siege of Lisbon, in
1147, The Groek fire was invented in
668 A, D., and besides softing fire to
the enomion’ shipeand citios, wins used
Lo shoot leaden Balls ont of metal ean-
non. Marons Graccns, who lved A,
D. 1204 1261, deseribes gunupowier as
s mixture of two pounds of eoal, one
pound of sulphur and six pounds of
saltpetre,—The Iron Age.
